Provisions Concerning Hay 


And Grain Harvesting In 


Small Lots Altered

wheat allotment, will bo permitted 
to harvest for grain or hay et least 
eight acres of wheat without direct 
deduction 
from 
the farm 
allow­ 
ances. 
Will Transfer Acreage 
Where the planting exceeds the 
allotment, however, hut is not in 
excess of eight acres, the acreage 
in 
the 
wheat 
allotment 
will 
be 
transferred to the general depict 
Ing acreage for tho purpose of de 
termining the farm allowance, Mr. 
Armstrong explained. 


In such tases the farmers will 


not ho eligible for wheat loans iu 
1939 and they will lose part of the 
wheat 
payment. 
This 
provision 


will apply to the majority of Co­ 
lumbiana 
county 
wheat 
growers 


and will make It possible for many 
to seed all or nearly ell of their 
normal acreage to wheat and yet 
not be forced out of the program 
because of deductions. 
Briefly, farms with wheat allot­ 
ments of eight acres or less may 
harvest up to eight, acres without 
Incurring a deduction from other 
payments earned under the pro­ 
gram. 
If the farm allotment is more 


than eight acres and is exceeded 
in the wheat acreage planted, or if 
the allotment ii lees than etghi 
acres and more than eight acre* 
are planted, 
deductions will be 


made for the excess acreage ann 
part of the wheat payment will be 
lost. 


6 Times Payment Rata 


In 1938 the deductions for ex 


cess acreage were five times the 
payment 
rate. 
Wheat 
payments 


for 1939 will consist of the wheat 
allotment payment of 12 cent* a 
bushel plus the price adjustment 
payment of 14 to 18 cants a bushel. 
It is the latter payment that will 
be lost by those who seed more 
than their allotted acreages.

been 


established on every farm in the 
county 
where 
wheat 
has

grown during the last three years, 
according to Mr. Armstrong.

Metabolism Interrelated, 


Physician Says

T 
H E central thing that wr do is 
I 
to make our muscles move. Of 
course 
it would he more logical 
to say that the central thing we 
do is to think 
hut will reserve 
the 
debate, 
simply 
saying 
that 
movement of musolea is what all 
the processes of dig* stion and res­ 
piration and circulation ere form­ 
ed to produce. Digestion gets from 
food energy for the muscles, res­ 
piration gets oxygen to produce the 
impark, the cirl ulatlon brings them 
together to the muscles, where the 
energy is to he utilized. 
That, of course, is not all there 
i- to this process of metabolism. 
But 
the 
muscle makes a typical 
unit to study the processes of me­ 
tabolism or nutrition. 
Sugar From Starch 
Tin movement of the muscle, the 
thing that does the work, depends 
on the metabolism of sugar.* Moat 
of the sugar in I he body comes 
fiom th* starch In the food. 
In 
order to make a muscle contract, 
glucose sugar has to unite with 
oxygen in the boily of the muscle 
itself. 
When the muscle begins to grow 
or hypertrophy 
because there 
is 
more work to he done. then is pro­ 
tein required for metabolism. 
fn contracting, the muscles re­ 
quire certain minerals to he pres­ 
ent in the surrounding blood 
In 
order to function smoothly. 
A lack 
of calcium 
w ill cause a purpose­ 
less 
contraction 
called 
"tetany," 
for instance. 
And vitamins affect 
at least the nerve impulses, if not 
the muscle fibers themselves, 
So in this apparently simple pro­ 
cess of the contracting of a muscle 
we have the utilization of all the 
foodstuffs absorbed in digestion ex­ 
cept fat. 
And it is quite possible 
that the metabolism of fat plays 
some part in muscular contraction. 
From a study of the tension of 
muscles In which the carbohydrate 
had been reduced by insulin con­ 
vulsion, Myernof and Gammlll con­ 
cluded that part of the total en­ 
ergy is supplied by other material 
than carbohydrate, and that ma­ 
terial must be fat. 
Other Organs, Too 
Metabolic changes, of course, go 
on in other organs, and the funda­ 
mental foodstuff* and minerals are 
used by the brain and the hones 
and the visceral organs, as well as 
the muscles. 
All of these metabolic pro*esses 
m«y go wrong — earh one in its 
own 
field. 
If carbohydrate 
me. 
chantant fails diabetes resultg 
ff 
far metabolism goes wrong, obesity 
of emaciation ensue*, 
lf protein 
metabolism goes wrong, there is 
gout. 
The minerals also produce 
disease by not conforming to their 
proper function— we have already 
mentioned tetany as a result of 
calcium deficiency, and it is easy 
to recall iron deficiency ss a cause 
of anemia. 
In regulating alt these intimate 
central processes, the vitamins in 
the food, and especially the secre 
lions of the ductless gland* 
re I 
regulatory. 
For the student of medical sci­ 
ence, however, if is essential that 
tile three functions of digestion, 
respiration and metabolism he con­ 
sidered as a unit.

Several other m inor dem onstra­ 
tions were reported from scatter­ 
ed 
districts. 
But semi-official ac­ 
counts said there were no casual­ 
ties. 
The public prosecutor at Eger, a 
hotbed of Sudeten agitation, issu­ 
ed a w arrant for the arrest of Hen- 
lein. charging him with treason and 
provocation of political 
disorder. 
Authorities said he would he a r­ 
rested instantly if he attem pted tu 
return to Czechoslovakia from Ger­ 
many. where he has taken refuge. 
Some government officials were 
urging that the 
whole 
Sudeten 
party be dissolved. 
Slovaks Favor Prague 
The attitude of the Slovak Peo­ 
ples' party, which had insisted on 
autonomy, suddenly has veered in 
favor of the Prague government. 
The followers of the late Rev. 
A ndreas Hlinka, Slovak autonomy 
leader who died Aug. 1*5. have ceas- 
cooperating 
with the Henlein- 
^ s t s . 
As a result of a conference of 
leading Slovak Peoples’ party m em ­ 
bers with President Benes It is un­ 
derstood they are willing to back 
the government coalition and try 
to swing Hungarian and Polish mal­ 
content minorities also to its sup­ 
port 
Martial laws was extended to 17 
Sudeten 
G e r m a n 
communities. 
Thousands were fleeing the trouble 
zone, some to Prague and some to 
Germany. 
Troops with gleaming 
bayonets patrolled streets of the 
main 
Sudeten 
cities. 
Their 
in­ 
structions were to crush any a t­ 
tem pts at further disorders. 
Official 
reports 
said 
29 
were 
killed and 75 wounded in clashes 
since Adolf Hitler proclaimed on 
Monday that he would help the Su­ 
deten Germans get their “rights.” 
Henlein could not be found at his 
home in Asch. 
His wife and two 
daughters also had disappeared. It

G erm any! that the Sudeten "fuehr­ 
e r” had fled to Munich and was 
n ear his mentor, Adolf Hitler. 
If caught and convicted. Henlein 
would face a possible sentence of

The Central Barge Co. of Chi­ 
cago open bids Monday for two 
new towboats, plans another and is 
working up estimates and specifi­ 
cations for a fleet of 40 barges as 
its answer to the increased de­ 
mands being 
made on shipping 
over the nation's inland waterways. 
The Dravo Corp . meanwhile, has 
started fabrication of ll barges, 
IO of which will be stock and the 
other for delivery to a chemical 
concern in the south 
Latest steamer development is 
a reliable report that the Vesta 
Coal Co.. Jones and I.aughlin Steel 
Corp. subsidiary, is asking bids for 
a sternwheel towboat 200 feet long 
and 36 feet wide, equipped with 
tube boilers and 16 and 32 
t S t engines with a 10-foot stroke. 
Specifications for two large Cen­ 
tral 
sternwheel 
steamers 
have 
been 
forwarded 
manufacturers. 
while tentative 
bids have 
been 
asked on a third towboat. Barge 
yards will receive plans and speci­ 
fications for the Central fleet of 
40 barges next week. 
Ten regulation s i z e Dravo barges. 
175 feet long, 26 feet wide and l l 
feet deep, are under way at Ne­ 
ville Island. Dravo will build a 
welded flush deck type steel barge 
IOO feet long. 26 feet wide and 6.6 
feet deep for the Ethyl-Dow Chem­ 
ical Co. of Wilmington. N. C. The 
barge will be built at Neville island 
and assembled at Wilmington. 
The tug Pioneer is beyond Louis­ 
ville with 1.900 tons of material 
towed In six barges for 19 spillway 
gates for Guntersville dam. Ten­ 
nessee river. 
District engineers announce that 
the C. A. Waite Co. has submitted 
a low bid of $1,418.70 for furnish­ 
ing gate parts and the Pittsburgh 
Des Moines Steel Co. $5,163 for 
repair items for dam 8. 
Movement at dam 8 included the
